Martin Methodist takes steps to create college culture

PULASKI, Tenn. — There's a saying that comes up a lot in thè rural patch of southern Middle Tennessee surrounding Martin Methodist College. Don't 
act above your raising. It's a sentiment administrators say they face often in a 13-county region where thè percentage of adults with a college degree 
lags well below thè state's average. The challenge for thè small liberal arts college about 20 miles north of thè Alabama border is to sell whole 
families on thè benefits of higher education when it has been seen as out of reach for generations. State and locai officials say it is cruciai that 
colleges like Martin Methodist are successful in their missions to create a college-going culture. Gov. Bill Haslam has said 55 percent of working-age 
Tennesseans must have a college education by 2025 in order to satisfy thè growing demands of new businesses, and that number currently sits at 
37.85 percent statewide. 

Martin Methodist President Ted Brown, who announced in September that he will retire in 2017, has spent thè last few years of his tenure developing 
aggressive initiatives that he believes will boost thè college's locai profile in and around Giles County and convince more people to enroll. "There are 
needs here, but more importantly there is opportunity here - enormous opportunity," Brown said recently during an interview on campus. "The time 
is right for us to strike." 

Experts on college access say that early exposure to college staff and faculty could play a key role in convincing young people that they should 
eventually pursue higher education. Brown took that to heart, and he regularly highlights a number of new programs to bring young students into thè 
college's orbit early and often. 

"We need to be thè catalyst from thè very beginning so that they will be ready to go to college when thè time comes," Brown said. 

Reaching into grade schools 

One of Brown's biggest recent moves was to add a nationally known education expert to thè college's senior leadership team. Judy Cheatham, who 
has been at thè center of trend-setting research on literacy for decades, was named Martin Methodist's first-ever provost in 2015. This year, she put 
her experience to use by bringing Martin Methodist-backed instruction into Giles County schools for a summer reading camp funded by a grant from 
thè Dollar General Literacy Foundation. During thè camp, Cheatham and other Martin Methodist employees worked together with state officials and 
district teachers to improve reading scores for a small cohort of low-performing first, second and third graders. The students read books that were 
specially chosen to highlight art, Science, technology, engineering and mathematics concepts that they could continue to follow years later in college. 
While thè camp was not a focused recruitment effort, Cheatham said her research shows it could encourage more students to start thinking about 
their educational goals before they hit middle school. Flipping through a book about buildings she selected to help low-performing students develop 
their reading skills, she pointed out how simple stories could subtly introduce profound concepts. "If you don't know what an architect is, how are you 
going to learn to be an architect?" Cheatham said. "We're making these children enticed by reading." Initial data suggest thè camp was a success - 
all but one of thè 26 students involved logged improved reading scores. Bolstered by those results, thè college hopes to make thè camp an annual 
program. 

Another growing program out of thè Martin Methodist music department is bringing low-income children to campus for one-on-one music lessons led 
by college students. Founded in 2014, thè program includes elementary school students from Giles County and members of thè Boys & Girls Club of 
Pulaski for guitar and piano lessons. Each round of lessons culminates in a recital for family members. In 2016, thè music program expanded to 
include violin, mandolin and cello lessons. College students also started teaching lessons off campus, opening thè program to more kids outside of 
Giles County. Officials say thè program has double-sided benefits. In a campus publication, program organizer Melissa Martiros, a music professor, 
said thè lessons gave a freshman Martin Methodist student a reason to stick with his schooling: he wanted to make sure his young pupils kept 
learning. 

In areas where fewer people pursue higher education, it is cruciai to "de-mystify" thè college experience and "neutralize thè fear" some families have 
about it, said Troy Grant, who oversees college access initiatives for younger students across thè state with thè Tennessee Higher Education 
Commission. Working alongside college students could expose young children to "successful versions of themselves" at a pivotal age, he said."In thè 
same way that we expose students to algebra or biology, we need to expose them to college options," Grant said. "Once we get to thè junior or senior 
year of high school, it's almost too late." 

Support needed in college, too 

But even as Martin Methodist is investing in programming for younger students, administrators say it is just as important to address thè hurdles first- 
generation college students hit after they have applied. They put intense focus on shepherding applicants through thè process and then pulling them 
along when thè challenges of college life settle in. Robby Shelton, Martin Methodist's vice president for campus life and enrollment management, who 
will serve as interim president following Brown's retirement, said he personally calls applicants every couple of weeks to make sure they are making 
their way through their pre-college checklist. 

Gracelyn Dodson, a freshman who was thè first in her family to go to college, said Shelton invited her and her mother to campus to fili out thè FAFSA, 
or thè Free Application for Federai Student Aid, a notoriously cumbersome questionnaire that can be especially intimidating for first-generation 
students. "That's what makes my mom excited about this place," she said. Dodson said thè support didn't stop after she moved to campus in thè heart 
of Pulaski, a town of about 7,617 that is bordered by sweeping fields and farms. During walks on campus she bumps into thè admissions counselor 
who convinced her to come to Martin Methodist in thè first place, and she wasn't surprised when she heard some professors cali students to wake 
them up for morning classes. For Dodson, who carne from thè small town of Huntland, where many of her friends lived on farms and "everyone knew 
everyone," that kind of tight-knit community has made for a smooth transition. "It's just so cool to come to college and have something like that 
(hometown) experience," she said. She described Martin Methodist as her way of "using stepping stones to get to this great big world from little bitty 
Huntland."

Jones served as thè Women's Basketball head coach at Martin Methodist from 1988 through 1996. Like 
Hardin, Jones played a key role in thè transition from a junior college to four year institution within thè 
athletic department. Jones was named 
TJCAA Western Division Coach of thè 
Year in 1990 and produced numerous 
All-Americans during his tenure at Martin 
Methodist. Jones also served in numerous 
other roles during his time at Martin 
Methodist, including sports information 
director, assistant softball coach and 
women’s tennis coach. 


Jones biggest achievement at Martin 
Methodist, however, is perhaps thè 
1994-1995 Women's Basketball team, 
which also was inducted into thè Hall 
of Fame on Feb. 11. 


The 1994-1995 Women's Basketball team 
saw thè first-ever senior student-athlete 
graduates at Martin Methodist after thè transition to a four year institution. 
The team also won thè National Small College Athletic Association 
championship, now known as thè United States Collegiate Athletic 
Association. With thè team in transition to thè NAIA from a junior 
college, Martin Methodist was able to win thè league's end of thè year 
national tournament - just thè second-ever such national title in program 
history (1993, Men's Soccer).

Four different goal scorersfound thè back of thè net as thè No. 8 Martin Methodist Women's Soccer team opened its 
2016 season with a 4-2 victory over No. 10 Vanguard (Calif.) University at Grissom Pitch Wednesday night. 

The win marked thè first of thè season forthe RedHawks (1-0) and thè first of head coach Will Austin ’s career.

The Southern States Athletic Conference announced thè 2016 SSAC Women's Soccer All-Conference 
teams and award winners Tuesday at thè SSAC Soccer Awards Banquet. 

The No. 2 nationally ranked Martin Methodist Women's Soccer team was well represented at thè 
banquet with several high-profile awards handed out and 12 total RedHawks honored amongst thè 
All-Conference, All-Academic, All-Freshman and Champions of Character Teams. 

Senior captain Linzi Taylor was honored as thè league's Defensive Player of thè Year for her efforts 
on thè back line for thè RedHawks in 2016. Taylor also amassed seven goals, 12 assists, and 26 
points, paired with a game-winning goal in thè regular season.

SCTP NATIONAL TITLE 


The Martin Methodist Clay Target team added 
yet another title to its trophy cabinet as thè 
program claimed itsfirst-ever Division I national 
championship at thè Scholastic Clay Target 
Program Collegiate National Championship held 
in Marengo, Ohio. 

The RedHawks, competingatthe Division I level forthefirsttime in program history, connected on 2,857 of 3,000 
possible targets - 20 more than thè next-highest program, Lindenwood University. 

The First Place High Overall is thè highest achievement for a program already with several national accolades, including a 
national championship in thè American Skeet division of thè ACUÌ Collegiate Clay Target Championships in Aprii. 

Out of thè four disciplines in which thè RedHawks competed, thè RedHawks finished first in three disciplines and were 
second in another. 

The RedHawks took first in America Trap with a score of 991 out of 1,000. Two shooters, Justin Osborn (SR/Lawrenceburg, 
Tenn.) and Caleb Lindsey (SO/Spring Hill, Tenn.), both posted perfect scores of 200 in thè American Trap competition. 
Lindsey ultimately won thè individuai portion of American Trap in a shootout while Osborn took home third-place honors. 

In Sporting Clays, thè RedHawks posted 882 outof 1,000 but stili claimed thefirst-place honors. Freshman Chase Boling 
(FR/Seymour, Tenn.) shot 187 of 200 for thè second-highest score of thè match. Morgan Goette (FR/Milledgeville, Ga.) 
connected on 177 of 200 targets to take home thè highest temale score and thè gold medal. 

The RedHawks also took first in 5-Stand Shooting with a 219 score out of 250 possible points. Boling and Goette once 
again led thè way with scores of 46 and 42, respectively. 

The Ione RedHawk blemish on thè weekend carne in thè American Skeet discipline, where thè RedHawks finished second 
by just four targets. Colin King(JR/Mt. Pleasant, Tenn.) and Aaron Wilson (SO/Lansing, Kan.) both connected on 199 out 
of a possible 200 targets. King would go on to win thè national title and Wilson finished in third place. Hannah Houston 
(JR/Columbia, Tenn.) made thè podium with a score of 193 for a third-place finish. 


"This team continues to amaze and impress with theirability to rise to thè occasion and to thè level of 
competition they face , " RedHawks head coach Chad Whittenburg said. "To win thè overall national title in 
our first competition in Division I is a true testa ment to each one ofthe athlete 's dedication to self and 
motivation for excellence which transcends both on and off thè field. "

President of Martin Methodist College retires after 19years. 


Ted Brown was selected by thè Martin Methodist 
College Board of trustees as thè 30th president in 1998 
and assumed office on March 1. During his first year, 
Brown initiated a visioning process that led to thè 
development of an ambitious 10-year pian of 
development for thè college. Martin 2010 was based on 
thè primary goal of growing thè enrollment to at least 
1,000 students, which was achieved in 2009. The pian 
has resulted in thè addition of 36 academic programs 
of study, expansion of thè area of thè campus by more 
than 50 acres, construction of four new buildings and 
renovation of four others. The Campaign for Martin 
2010 raised more than $42 million. The successor pian, 
Martin 2020, is now well underway with thè vision of 
continued growth to 1,500 students, graduate-level 
programs and a broader impact on thè south-central 
Tennessee region. 

Since his arrivai at Martin Methodist, Dr. Brown has 
become quite involved in thè community and 
surrounding region. He served as chair of thè Giles 
County Chamber of Commerce and president of thè 
Pulaski Rotary Club, along with thè Service on thè 
Board of Directors of thè Boys and Girls Club. He is a 
member of thè Executive Board of thè Middle 
Tennessee Boy Scout Council, and he assumes various 
roles with thè David Crocket District Committee. He 
has been an active member at Pulaski First United 
Methodist Church, serving on various committees and 
as a lay leader. In 2008, Brown was elected president of 
thè 800-member International Association of 
Methodist Schools, Colleges, and Universities 
(IAMSCU), a position he held for six years. He also 
serves on thè Board of Directors of thè National 
Association of Schools and Colleges of thè United 
Methodist Church. In 2014, Dr. Brown also completed 
his three-year term as chair of thè Council of 
Presidents of thè National Association of 
Intercollegiate Athletics (NAIA). 

Ted Brown is a native of southern New Jersey and grew 
up as an active member of thè United Methodist 
Church. He graduated from West Virginia Wesleyan 
College with a degree in Philosophy and went on to 
earn his Master of Divinity degree and Ph.D. in 
Higher Education Leadership at Vanderbilt University. 
Dr. Brown is married to thè former Cheryl Kiser, a 
learning disabilities teacher who is now retired after 37 
years of Service in thè public schools. They have two 
grown sons and two grandchildren. 
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"Dr. Brown is 
fiercely committed 
to our students. He 
puts students first 
at all times and 
stands a firm 
advocate for them, 
and they know it 
and trust him.
